Born in.Berlin in June,:1858, he 
adopted. a legal career and was 
secretary of the:German Authors’ 
Association, As carly as’ the 
'90's-ho had. become ‘a pacifist and 
he ‘grew steadily more hostile to 
the spirit of pre-war. Germany. 
The result was that lie left ‘hig| 
native land and since 1900 had 
lived ‘abroad—in Brussels, « and 
Paris and thon. in. Florence whore 
he bought a villa—occupying him 
selinwith anti-war propaganda. 

After the outbreak - of the war 
he transferred his activities to 
Switzerland and. it was there’ that 
his book “J’Accuee” was published 
in 1916. One of tho most scathing 
attacks on German ‘policy and 
mentality that appeared during tho 
conflict, it was mado: great use of 
by the Allies in their propaganda. 
Similar books were published by 
Grelling in the succceding yeara— 
“The Starting’ “Pofnt,” “The 
Crime,” “The Revelations of tho 
Schomlinoff Trial,’ “London-Ber- 
in- Vienna - “Petersburg.” They 
wore igsued anonymously and even 
when Grelling was ‘fixed upon as 
the author, he denied that he had 
written the books. It was’ only 
after the collapse of tho’ Central 
Powers tliat he admitted their 
authorship, In the. “Frefe Zei- 
tung,” the organ of the “German 
Democrats - in. Switzerland,” as 
Grelling’é group: was called, he 
took a similar line against Ger- 
many, | tos ; : 

Since the war he, has not 
played a prominent’ part. ' His 
offer'to, give evidence before the 
Reichstag committee on the war- 
guilt question was declined. His 
son K, Grelling strongly resented 
his father’s attitude and has
